What is a grade ? Does an aver- 


age of 95 or over indicate that its 
possessor is intelligent? 
Does a 


70 or below mark it's owner as 
unintelligent7 Is the pupil who 
graduates with a 95 more intelli- 
gent than the one who falls lower 
by a point? 


Educators generally agree that 


a grade is merely a symbol which 
makes a weak effort to indicate 
the amount of learning acquired 
by a person over a definite period 
of time. Many educators argue 
the grading system as we know it 
ig very inaccurate. Experiments 
are now being tried in colleges to 
see if some better method cannot 
be worked out. 


In high schools we find 
three 


types of people who are interested 
In grades. The people who cheat 
for them, the people who work 
for grades only; and those who 
desire knowledge before a grade 
. The first two types desire a 
grade for reasons of conceit The 
latter type desire the grade only 
if accompanied by the supreme 
satisfaction that comes from ac- 
quisition of knowledge. 


A grade itself is meaningless if 


the person who possesses it does 
not have something more material 
If he can say, "I still have my 
health, I have never cheated, and 
I really feel I have learned some- 
thing," then, whether his average 
be 95 or 75, he has made more 
than a grade—he had made "the 
grade."
